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Talc mine employees walk out Friday 


business was in no way 
connected with the present 
union-management dispute.

Last Friday morning 
workers of Canada Talc 
Industries Limited in Madoc 
voted unanimously but one 
for a full-scale strike. 

The talc mine workers at 
the Madoc mine, members 
of United Steel workers 
local 5414, turned down a 
contract proposal by man- 
agement presented at a 
meeting October 31. There 
are 44 local members of the 
union. 

Local union president 
Clarence Derrett said the 
company's contract lang- 
uage was not adequate and 
benefit package was ar- 
ranged so they would be 
‘taking cuts in pay in some 
categories’. 

The company offered 
mine workers an immediate 
$.40 per hour raise, then 
another $.40 raise after the 
first year to total $.80 per 


contract. The union mem- 
bers are demanding a $1 
raise cach year to total $2 
per hour by the second year. 
One union member pic- 


keting in front of the mine 
last week said men working 
in the mine “‘underground”’ 
were making under $8 per 


hour when the strike was’ 


called. 

Russ Jones of Kingston, 

staff representative of the 
United Steel Workers Union 
was in Madoc last week to 
help mine workers. He said 
the workers have gone 
through all the proper legal 
channels, and until the 
contract is settled, they will 
remain on strike. 
- “*The guys are on strike. 
We hope it is not long, but it 
will depend on the com- 
pany,’’ said Jones. 

Another problem, said 
Jones, is the company 
‘denied recognition of the 
union over at the new 
plant'’. He said the union 
demands ‘‘automatic recog- 
nition over at the new 
plant.”” 

“The company has ig- 
nored it all the way 
through,’’ added Derrett. 

The new $3.8 million 
plant just east of Marmora, 
was originally scheduled to 


Start operations last Aug- 
ust, but is not yet running. 
Company officials have said 
the new tale and dolomite 
processing plant will em- 
ploy 20 people. It will 
increase the company’s 
production from 15,000 tons 
per year to an estimated 
100,000 tons per year. 

Last Friday afternoon 
Canada Talc Controller and 
company negotiator Don 
Mather said they have no 
talks with the union 
‘planned at the present 
time’’. He felt the company 
has put forward a ‘more 
than reasonable offer’’ to 
settle the contract.

He also said, ‘‘If the mine 
floods, you can just say 
goodbye to the livelihood of 
the workers. We've got a lot 
on our plates, so I hope that 
doesn't happen.”’ 


As far as the unions 


demand for two $1 per hour 
raises over two years, 
Mather said it was high. 
**If you take a look around 
at other settlements on a 
per cent basis, it's well 
above the norm,”’ he said.

tional symbol for those who 
died in war, also had 
international origins 

A writer first made the 
connection between the 
poppy and battlefield 
deaths during the Napol- 
conic wars of the early 19th 
century, ftemarking that 
fields that were barren 
before battle exploded with 
the blood-red flowers after 
the fighting ended : 

Prior to the First World 
War few poppies grew in 
Fignders. During the tre- 
mendous bombardments of 
that war the chalk soils’ 
became rich in lime from 
rubble, allowing ‘popaver 
rhoeas’ to thrive. When the 
war ended the lime was 
quickly absorbed, and the 
poppy began to disappear- 
again sat 

Lt.-Col. fohn McCrae, 
the Canadian doctor who 
wrote the poem In Flanders 
Fields, made the same 
connection 100 years later, 
and the scarlet poppy 
quickly became the symbol 
for soldiers who died in’ 
battle. 

[Three years later an 
‘American, Moina Michael, 


- was working in a New York 


City YMCA. canteen when 
she started wearing a poppy 
in memory of the millions 
who died on the battlefield. 
During a 1920 visit to the 
United , States @ French 
woman, Madame Guerin, 
learned of the custom. On 
her return to France she 
decided to use handmade 
poppies to raise money for 
destitute children in war- 
torn areas of the country. In 
November 1921, the first 
poppies were distributed in 
Canada. 

However, thanks to’ the 
millons of Canadians who 
wear flowers cach Novem- 
ber, the little red plant has 
never died. And neither 
have Canadians’ memories 
for 114.000 of their countrv- 
men who died in-battle. <«

New evidence discov: 
cred at Toronto's Addiction 
Research Foundation Clini- 
cal Institute may lead to a 
greater understanding of 
the long-term effects of 
alcohol on the brain, such as 
the tremors, hyperactivity, 
and hallucinations that may 
afflict long-term chronic 
alcoholics. 

A research team headed 
by Dr. Peter Carlen has 
discovered that prolonged 
exposure to alcohol lessens 
the mechanism in brain 
cells that stops the “cells 
from s€nding signals. Nor- 
mally, when brain cells have 
““fired’’ to send a-signal to 
another cell, they must then 
turn themselves off again. 
Otherwise, they keep. ‘‘fir- 
ing’. sending the signal 
over and over again. . 

The team fed one group 
of rats a liquid diet 
containing ethanol (the alco- 
hol found in wines and 
spirits) for 20 weeks. The 
experimental diet contained 
45 per cent alcohol. Another 
group was given a liquid 
diet with maltose (a sugar) 


substituted for ethanol.

Then both groups were 
given the control diet for 
three weeks.

When the brain cells were 
stimulated with electrodes, 
they would normally re- 
spond with either an excita: 
tory response, that is, 
relaying a signal, or with an 
inhibitory response sup- 
pressing -a signal. 

What Dr. Carlen found 
was that in the experimental 
group the inhibitory respon- 
se was significantly lessen- 
ed. ‘It was as though there 
was less inhibition to turn 
on,” he says. 

Dr. Carlen says this 
lessening of the inhibitory 
nerve reaction is not due to 
alcohol withdrawal. The 
time lapse of three weeks 
between the rats’ binge and 
testing of the brain cells

An engineering consul- 
tant firm says Madoc's 
4-year-old water tower 
needs about $264,700 worth 
of repairs, which is $39,700 
more than its original 
purchase price. 

Between September 17 
and 26, Totten Sims Hubicki 
Associates conducted a sur- 
vey of the interior and 
exterior of the tower located 
on the corner of McKenzie 
St. and Consession Road. 
They found areas where the 
concrete tank was honey- 
combed, cracked, stained 
from leaking. no longer 
effectively waterproofed, 
and leaking in some places. 

The main cause of the 
concrete deterioration, said 
the report tabled at Madoc's 
council "meeting November 
6, is ice formations in cold 
weather. To correct the 
problem, the firm recom- 
mended insulation of the 
exterior of the dome, after 
repairs have been com- 
pleted. 

‘Based on the prelimi- 
nary structural analysis and 
on the above assumptions 
the tank was determined to 
be capable of withstanding 
normal water pressure, 
wind and earthquake loads. 

“It should be noted, 
however, that recent exten 
sive studies and investiga 
tions have been carried out

Environment on the effect 
of ice force on concrete 
tanks throughout the pro 
vince. The ministry has 
determined from these stu 
dies and investigations that 
the problems of concrete 
deterioration can be directly 
attributed in many cases to 
the cyclic loading of the 
freeze-thaw effect. The cur- 
rent trend is to provide a 
warmer environment so that 
the ice formation is mini- 
mized and the freeze-thaw 
effect, reduced.

The Leahys have been in 
this area since the 1820s 
when their forebears from 
Mitchelstown, County Cork 
came here as part of the 
second Peter Robinson set- 
tlement. Peter Robinson, 
brother of Upper Canada’s 
attorney-general and the 
man after whom Peterbor-. 
ough is named, was to 
charge of two government 
sponsored settlement 
schemes in the 1820s, both 
designed to help relieve the 


plight of the poverty-strick 


«en trish 

The first Robinson settic- 
ment was in what is now 
Pakenham Township south 
of Arnprior. The second was 
in the Peterborough area 
and it was here to what is 


‘ now Douro Township that 


Michacl Leahy and his wife, 
Mary. came in 1825. With 
them came seven children 
between the ages of cight 
and 28 as well as Mary 
Leahy's aged mother, Mich 
acl Leahy and his wife were 
both in their fifties--- too old 
for what Mrs. Moodie called 
"Roughing It In The Bush” 
in this same area. But an 
exception was made in the 
Leahy's case because two 


ce 
older sons were already in 


Upper Canada -- they had 
been part of Peter Robin 
son's first settlement 
Robinson's second wave 
of setders had sailed from 
Cork in the spring of 1825 
The 400 families including 
the Leahys were lodged in 
Kingston for seyeral weeks 
then brought to Cobourg 
and overland to Rice Lake 
They were ferried across the 
jake and transported up the 
Otonabee River in flat-bor 
tomed boats, The families 
were settled north of Rice 
Lake.. cach receiving 100 
acres of land, a cow, 
cooking pots and pans, and 


basic rations which were. 


distributed for the next 18 
months. 

The Kevin Leahys have a 
prized possession -- Michael 
Leahy's settler’s certificate. 
kh summarizes this compli- 
cated journey as “‘being 
conveyed to Upper Canada 
and placed on...their lands

at the expense of His 
Majesty's Governiient’’. 
“His Majesty’ in this case 
was King George IV, 

“What was iu like for 
Michael and his family?" 
we ask. 

"It was a good move for 
them and certainly for their 
descendants,’ Kevin Leahy 
says, “because there was a 
lot of poverty and little 
future for them in Ireland. 
One thing I know for sure -. 
clearing the land was a 
back-breaking chore. My 
youngest son, Peter, and | 
cleared a three-acre section 
for pasture. The trees had 
gone and the stumps had 
rotted away, buteven with a 
back - hoe and_ tractor, 
getting the stones off was a 
tough job, 

“It's good land here, but 
it's not the best. It's 
productive land but it’s not 
the easiest to work because 
of the hills and knolls. 
Erosion is something we 
have to contend with. We 
take various steps so reduce 
erosion. ..to keep it at a 
minimum,” 

Kevin Lealiy and his wife, 
Bernice raised a family of 
seven children on this farm. 
Until his recent retirement 
as principal of St: Joseph's 
School in Douro, Leahy both 
taught and farmed: ‘‘! could 
have moved off the farm,” 
he says, ‘but instead in the 
1950s I bought the back 
adjoining land where Mich- 
ael had originally settled - 
you can see where his cabin 
used to be on the hill 
opposite. Now I'm farming 
full time and I hope one of 
my sons will after me.”’ 

{in the summer of 1984 
his son, ‘Peter -- who, his 
mother says “has been in 
4-H since the time he could 
run” -- was. chosen to 
represent Ontario on a 4-H 
exchange in the U.K., 
visiting Wales and Eng 
land.) 

When he started farming, 
Leahy kept dual purpose 
Shorthorns. “This was the 
breed kept by most of the 
early settiers around here,” 
he says. ‘But | found they 
weren tthe breed for today. 
So about seven years ago | 
switched to Simmentals. | 
liked their appearance. | 
made enquiries about them 
and I like what I heard and | 
haven't been disappointed. 
Right now I don't have 
purebreds so I'm working 


at up-breeding.”’ 
Leahy is working too, on 
improving his Belgian 


horses. He breeds them, 
shows them at local fairs 


farm. It's the family’s 
intention, some year, to 
show them at the Royal 
Winter Fair. 

Ask anyone in the" neigh- 
borhood about the Leahy 
famjly and you'll be told 
that they’ re famous for their 
music. Kevin Leahy plays 
the violin; his wife plays the 
piano and is organist at 5t. 
Joseph's Church. 

Each member of the 
family plays an instrument 
and ‘they all sing. They 
perform almost every type 
of music from classical to 
modern. ‘‘It's a tradition in 
our family.”

well-known fiddler. He won 
three fiddle contests this 
summer including one at 
Shelburne.”’

The president of stri- 
king teachers at Loyalist 
College says he is “‘vefy 
disappointed’’ that collec- 


tive bargaining has failed to 
settle the three-week-old 
dispute. 


Harry Plummer said stu- 
dents could have benesited 
greatly from a negotiated 
settlement which recog- 
nized the importance of the 
quality of education in the 
system. 

Plummer said it was 
disappointing that teachers 
“invested three weeks of 
their salaries’’ to get 
improvements in the system 
only to see the investment 
end with back-to-work legis- 
lation. 

He said a provincial bill 
providing more funding to 
improve education for stu- 
dents would have been the 
real solution. 

Simply ordering teachers 
back to work may put 
students in ‘“‘the same 
conditions we've been de- 


ploring for the last five 
years,’ he said. 
Teachers have said the 


strike was the last resort. to 


improve educational quality 
which has been eroded 


. because of increased class 


sizes and lack of time for 
student counselling. Teach- 
ers had asked for a contract 
with a formula providing for 
a 45-hour work week which 
included adequate. time for 
individual counselling and 
job placement assistance.

A tractor, more than 60 
years old and still earning 
its keep in Ontario, is the 
winner of Massey-Fergu- 
son's world-wide search for 
the oldest tractor. 

The machine, a Massey- 
Harris No. 2, circa 1918. 
still works on Orland Ni- 
cholson’s 40 hectare (100 
acres) farm in Cameron, 
Ontario, where it is used for 
general chores, plowing, 
running a hammer mill and 
spreading manure. 

It will be featured in the 
Royal Winter Fair parade in 
Toronto on November 7. 

The world-wide competi- 
tion to find the oldest 
working Massey-Ferguson. 
Massey-Harris or Ferguson- 
system tractor was orga: 
nized by the company to 
celebrate the centennial on 
November 4, of Harry 
Ferguson, ‘Father. of the 
Modern Farm Tractor. To 
qualify, tractors had to be 
made of any one of the 
ancestor Companies of the 
present Massey-Ferguson 
organization, be fitted with 
the original engine block, 
gearbox transmission, and 
be in operational use at 
least two days a month 

As the outright winner of 
the competition from nearly 


10,000 entries worldwide, 
Mr. Nicholson will receive a 
new $4-horsepower MF 240 
tractor and a trip for two to 
the U.K. In addition, he will 
receive $1,000 cash as 
winner for Canada. 
During its long and 
productive Jife, the winning 
MH 2 has had only three 
owners. The first was Sid 
Thomas of Haliburton, 
Ont.. who used the tractor 
to run a sawmill. Mr. 
Thomas sold the machine to 
Elmer Hughey of nearby 
Highland Grove in 1950 who 
used it for contract thrash- 
ing and sawing lumber. 
Until the mid 1940s though 


‘it, was mainly -kept as a 


standby tractor, thereafter, 
the only repair Mr: Hughey 
had to perform was to 
replace a set of engine 
bearings. In 1962 he sold 
the tractor to its present 
owner 

Some 66 years after it was 
built, the MH 2 still gives 
Orland Nicholson good ser- 
vice.’His MF dealer, W.]. 
Lambert and Son of Beaver- 
ton, Ont., assisted him: with 
one of the tractor’s only 
major repairs by replacing a 
sticky valve in 1963 when 
the machine also had nibber 
added to the steel wheels to

Two outstanding Cana- 
dian innovators received a 
total of $100,000 Sept. 20th, 
as the result of their 
selection as the 1984 reci- 
pients of two of Canada’s 
most prestigious awards for 
innovation.

Check your chimney 


Poisonous gases can 
spread through homes caus- 
ing illness and death if 
household heating systems 
don't work properly. 

Chimneys of all. types 
should be checked at least 
once a year for everything 
from deterioration of brick 
and mortar to blockage by 
such things as squirrel’s 
nests, says Bill Drake, a fuel 
safety expert with the 
Ministry of Consumer and 
Commercial Relations 
(MCCR). 

Any obstruction could 
cause furnace fumes to back 
up into the house, which 
may produce a build up of 
deadly carbon monoxide 
gases. 

Carbon monoxide is a 
colorless, odorless gas and 
its presence can go undetec- # 
ted until it's too late. It 
causes headaches, dizzi- 
drowsiness, nausea 
and, in large doses, death. * 

Although furnace chim- 
neys do not normally have 
to be swept as often as those 
serving fireplaces, they do 


need regular inspections 
and maintenance, Drake 
says. 

A careful look at all 


chimney surfaces can reveal 
problems that might spark 
tragedy if not corrected. ° 
Chimneys serving natural 
gas fufhaces are more 
susceptible than others to 
corrosion and blockage as 
the cooler exhaust fumes 
are more likely to condense 
in the chimney. Warning 
signs that a chimney may 
have beer damaged by 
these acidic deposits in- 
clude debris inside the 
cleanout door at the base of 
the chimney, white powder 


or water stains on the 


outside near the roof or 


' dampness at the base. 


If you spot these symp- 
coms on your chimney, an 


inspection should be made 
immediately by a registered 
health contractor. In some 
cases, metal chimney liner 
may be required to prevent 
further damage. A 1982 
study reports that one 
Ontario resident died and at 
least $8 others became ill

Mine employees of 
Canada Talc Ltd. went back 
to work last Wednesday 
after being on a full-scale 
strike at the Madoc mine for 
11 days. | 
A secret ballot vote, 
November 15, determined a 
majority of miners were 


happy with the company’s ~ 


newest offer, and by 8 a.m. 
the next day, the Madoc 
mine was back in full 
operation. 

November 11, at Trenton 
Ramada Inn, local 5414 of 
United Steel Workers Union 
negotiating committee re- 
jected the first company 
offer since the strike began. 

Russ Jones, staff repre- 
sentative of the union and 
member of the local nego- 
tiating committee said the 
company called him No- 
vember 15, with the offer 
that was accepted. 

“The outstanding things 
rejected on Sunday (No- 
vember 11) were the length 
of the agreement and 
retroactive pay,’ said 
Jones. 

He said the company 
originally wanted contract 
length to run two years from 
the date of expiry of the old 
contract (August $1, 1984). 

“Then Tuesday we came 
to the agreement that the 
contract expires August 51, 
1986, and employees will 


““.receive retroactive pay.’ 


said Jones. - 

Instead of adding up 
wages for retroactive pay, 
the company agreed to pay 
a $200 ratification bonus to 
each of the 44 employees, 
regardless of their seniority. 
Workers received the 
money last Friday. 

Jones said the new 
contract ‘‘reclassified’’ all

scales for seach classifica- 
tion. Wage increases during 
the two year agreement will 
range from $.77 per hour for 
workers on the surface to 
$2.08 per hour over two 
years for a first-class miner 
working underground. Plus, 
workers on the afternoon 
and night shifts will receive 
a $.05 per hour shift 
premium, said Jones. A 
shift leader or ‘‘lead hand"’ 
will receive an extra $.35 
per hour. Local 5414 also 
received a letter of intent 
from the company saying it 


will provide ‘‘a productivity 


incentive’’ or bonus within 
$0 days of contract ratifica- 
tion, said Jones. 


“They (the miners) also 
received an additional statu- 
tory holiday — Rememb- 
brance Day,"" Jones said. 

The contract also calls for 
longer recognition of senior- 
ity. Prior to the new 
contract, employees laid off 
or sick lost seniority after 12 
months. Now they can 
return to work after 18 
months and pick up where 
they left off. 

Workers will receive a 
cheque from the company of 
$30 each year for safety 
shoes. Prior to that they 
received nothing for shoes. 
NOT RECOGNIZED 

One of the things the 
local did not get, was 
recognition of the union at 
the new talc and dolomite 
processing plant starting up 
in Marmora soon. Canada 
Talc officials have ‘‘no 
comment" on that decision. 

Jones said there was 4 
slight improvement of vaca- 
tions, but overall they 
‘weren't happy with that at 
all’. The workers will get 
three weeks’ holidays a year 
when they've worked with 


the company seven years. 
Prior to the new contract 
they were required to work 
eight years for three weeks’ 
vacation. 

‘‘Most of the mine 
employees are new. About 
24 new employees have 
started working there since 
June this year,"’ said Jones. 

Another area Jones feels 
the workers were short- 
changed is pension plans. 
He said they did not get any 
type of a pension plan, 
which is ‘‘something that 
will have to be seriously 
looked at in the next 
contract."' 

“The guys seemed fairly 
pleased. I don't think the 
company realized they 
would go on strike. They 
thought they were bluff- 
ing," said Jones. 

Controller Don Mather, 
negotiator for Canada Talc 
had ‘‘no comment’’ about 
any company losses sus- 
tained, while. menemane.o} 
work. There was no produc- 
tion or shipments during the 
11-day strike. 

He did say, however, that 
with the co-operation of the 
local, ‘‘essential under- 
ground maintenance ‘was 
continued’’ to prevent 
flooding. 

‘Right from the word go 
we got full co-operation,’ 
said Mather. 

And he does not foresee 
any financial troubles for 
Canada Talc down the road, 
because otherwise they 
‘would not have nego- 
tiated’’ the contract as it 
reads now. 


“All in all, Canada Talc 
will remain a viable opera- 
tion in spite of higher than 
currently average nego- 
tiated contract,"’ stated 
Mather.

Climate damages water towers 


BY STEVE GOMBOS 
All of the 52 concrete 

water towers built in towns 
and villages across Ontario 
since the 1960s are being 
damaged by seasonal clima- 
tic conditions, including the 
tower built in Madoc four 
years ago, and costs for 
repairs and replacements 
could cost millions. 

According to the Ministry 
of Environment, six of the 
concrete towers have been 
replaced to date and others 
may .be ‘soon.

An engineer's report ta 
bled at a recent Madoc 
village council meeting said 
the village's 128-foot stor- 
age tank needs an estimated 
$264,700 worth of repairs, 
with insulation estimated at 
$75,000. The village pur- 
chased the tank new in 1980 
for $225,000. 

“It is hard to understand 
how it could cost $264,000 to 
fix a $225,000 water tank... 
And if we're going to do it, 
will it be all fixed?" asked 
Madoc Reeve Terry Pigden. 

The Totten Sims Hubicki 
Associates report added 
that. Madoc will need a 
temporary water supply 
back-up for normal and 
emergency use for the four 
months it will take to drain 
and repair its tank. They 
said it will cost $125,000 
more for a special study to 
determine what modifica- 
tions are needed, including 
provision for auxiliary 
power. 

Madoc must also finance 
a temporary water storage 
tank. This could mean a cost 
“in the neighborhood of 
$100,000'" to purchase a 
portable storage and pump- 
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ing unit from the ministry, 
said Totten Sims Hubicki 
Associates. 

Ramsden said the mini- 
stry will make ‘two or 
three’ temporary tanks 
available for rent on a 
temporary basis. But if 
tanks are tied up when 
Madoc needs one, it “may 
have to make other arrange: 
ments.” 

The ministry has not yet 
reviewed Madoc’s report, 
said Ramsden, so it is hard 


for him to predict whether

There have been recent 
incidents throughout Ontar- 
io in which children have 
been. abducted and harmed 
by child molesters. These 
incidents have created con- 
cern amengst all parents 
who begin questioning the 
safety of their own children 
in our community. 

Parents can protect their 
children from abductions by 
teaching them what to do if 
suddenly confronted with a 
friendly or gift- giving 
stranger. neighbor or other 
adult. 

First, while most of the 
people that children meet 
are good people, children 
should also be informed that 
some strangers may be 
harmful. Children know 
what: we mean by harmful - 


‘ should be 


they know it-means hurting. 
kidnapping. assaulting and 
even killing. Discussion 
must be the first step. 
Next, children should be 
instructed how to identify a 
potentially harmful stran- 
ger. The stranger will 
frequent areas used by 
children including play: 
grounds, school yards, mo- 
vie theatres, pet shops and 
neighborhood stores. If 


children see a stranger who, 


continues to watch thepi 
play. who offers them. candy 
or toys (including Cabbage- 
Patch dolls), or pets, they 
instructed to 
report the stranger to an 
adult they know and trust.

care for them. Don't send 
them to a variety store at 
dusk or after dark on their 
own and teach them good 
people don’t give away 
candy, toys or pets without 
the parent's consent. 

Many families have deve- 
loped ‘‘passwords” that 
protect their children from 
advances by adults who 
entice children by saying 
they were sent by the 
parent. These passwords 
satisfy the child that he may 
go with an adult that knows 
the word, that he is not to go 
with anyone who does not. 
It is simple, but effective. 

If children are being 
followed, instruct them to 
run toa nearby home. Don't 
tell them to run to some: 
one's home they know - tell 
them to run to any home for 
protection. Especially alert 
them to homes showing the 
Block-Parent symbol in the 
window. 

Block-Parent programs 
are an effective way for 
children to recognize safe 
places of refuge when 
confronted by strangers, are 
bullied by other children, or 
become sick or hurt. Each 
Block-Parent family is in 
vestigated by the police 
prior to receiving approval 
as a Block-Parent. Your 
children should be taught a 
Block-Parent is a friend and 
a neighbor who can_ be 
trusted. Communities inter 
ested in starting a Block 
Parent program should con 
either the Ontario 
Provincial Police or their 
hical municipal police force 

The situation that most 
endangers children is lea 
ving them alone, or allowing 
them to be out of the home 
lf it is necessary to 
the child at home 
alone, teach them the 
following rules: 

1. Do not allow anyone, 
under any circumstances, to 
«enter the home unless they 
ire well known by the child. 
This includes repair service 
telephone repair, 
canvassers and motorists 
claiming to have car trouble 
or that there is an accident. 

2. Have the children lock 
the. door when the parent 
leaves. Teach the children 
never to tell anyone on the 
telephone that they are 
home alone. Hf the caller has 
the phone number. they can 
obtain the address from the 
telephone book 

$. Leave the child the 
phone number where you 
can be contacted, and the 
phone number of a friend, 
neighbor or relative who can 
get to the home quickly in 
an emergency. Always 
jeavegthe phone number of 
the local police force availa- 
ble to the child. 

4. Never post a child's 
name or phone number for 
babysitting or other jobs.on 
public announcement 
boards in stores or other 
public places. This informa. 
tion gives a potentigl 
assaulter a @hance to

Complaints Committee created — 


Creation of a province- 
wide residents’ complaints 
committee is one of four 
new initiatives designed to 
improve the quality of life in 
Ontario's nursing homes.

November 25, 1954 -- 
The Wilson Lumber Com- 
pany Planing Mill here, 
machinery and thousands of 
feet of valuable lumber 
were completely destroyed 
by fire about 10° p.m. last 
evening. The fire, which 
was discovered by Mrs. Sid 
Johnston, who lives adja- 
cent to the property, had 
made such headway that it 
was impossible to save the 
building or contents, valued 
at nearly $200,000. A line of 
hose was run from the large 
cistern on St. Lawrence St., 
and firemen were able to 
save nearby buildings. 

Two box cars, loaded with 
over 500 cases of dynamite, 
on a siding beside the 
property, caused consider- 
able anxiety. However, with 
the aid of a loaded truck, the 
ears were pushed from the 
siding out of danger. 

At the time of the fire, 18 
men were employed by the 
company here. The com- 
pany ‘also operates a plant in 
Cannington. 

The loss is partially 
covered by insurance. 

Officials of the company 
said this morning it was 
impossible to say what the 
policy of the company would 
be regarding rebuilding. 
but something would have 
to be done. 

This is the second bad fire 
to strike Madoc in a short 
time, as the Richardson Box 
Factory was destroyed by 
fire here two years ago.

The new federal gov- 
ernment has lost no time in 
announcing its priorities. 
And environmental protec: 
tion does not appear to be 
on the list. 

The details are just 
beginning to emerge. But 
the overall direction seems 
clear from the first round of 
program cuts within Envir- 
onment Canada and the 
National Research Council. 
Key research and public 
education programs will 


disappear on Afril 1, 1985. . 


in what is only the first 
phase of major reductions to 
the federal budget aimed at 
freeing the entrepreneurial 
zeal of Canadians to spur 
economic recovery. 


The strongest blows to 
date have been dealt to the 
Canadian Wildlife Service. 
One third of its scientists 
have been given their 
walking papers. With them 
will go a unique expertise 
and research effort that is 
world class and vital to our 
ability to track the circula- 


environment. In addition, 
across the country the axe 
has also fallen on wildlife 
interpretation centres and a 
variety of research and 
reintroduction programs for 
endangered species. 

Here, in Ontario, the 
herring gull egg research 
program, carried out on a 
shoestring budget, and re- 
sponsible for pointing out 
the presence of dioxins in 
the Great Lakes, tops the 
list of casualties. Chopping 
this program is akin to 
killing the fabled canary 
which miners took under- 
ground to warn them of 
unseen dangers. We simply 
won't know the hazards we 
face. 

Does all this sound 
somewhat familiar? It 
should. There are definite 
parallels with the early 
actions of the Reagan 
administration when it un- 
leashed James Watt and 
Ann Burford to attack the 
American government s en- 
vironmental programs.

This year 
is also notable for the 75th 
anniversary of the Ontario 
Provincial Police. 

In honor of this event, an 
official history of the OPP 
has been published. ‘‘OPP - 
The History of the Ontario 
Provincial Police Force™’ by 


* Dawn Higley spans the 


story of policing our pro- 
vince from the first frontier 
settlements to the present 
day. It also contains the 
adventures of early Ontario 
detectives, such as John 
Wilson Murray, the “‘Great 
Detective’’. 

At the beginning of this 
century, the Ontario 
government was maintain- 
ing four criminal investiga- 
tion inspectors, three dis- 
tinct police forces and more 
than 70 provincial con- 
stables serving as small 
police forces in many parts 
of the province. The time 
had come to draw these 
services into a single 
efficient system, and in 
1909, Premier Whitney 
ordered the creation of the 
Ontario Provincial Police. 
The new force was lead by 
Superintendent Joseph 
Rogers for more than a 
decade. .

book. You can read about 
Orville Shaw, the Kent 
County ‘“‘bogeyman’’ who 
was a local legend and the 
object of one of 
Ontario's most publicized 
manhunts. Another story 
involves the notorious Polka 
Dot Gang, which preyed 
on small rural towns/in the 
1930's. The OPP was also 
called in to assist in the 
apprehension of the famous 
gang headed by Edwin 
Alonzo Boyd in 1952 in 
North York. 

A story which takes place 
in Peterborough in 1928 is 
particularly interesting be- 
cause it shows the kind of 
danger to which OPP 
officers have been exposed 
throughout the history of 
the force. Two provincial 
officers, Joseph Stewart and 
Norman Maker were called 
to a disturbance at the 
Montgomery House Hotel. 


David Montgomery fired 
point blank at the officers, 
ing Maker. Montgomery 
himself was struck down by 
police. Norman Maker's 
death marked the third time 
an Ontario Provincial 
Policeman had died at the 
hands of a gunman. 

The 75th Anniversary of 
the Ontario Provincial 
Police is a fitting time to 
share in the pride of this 
special milestone for the 
Force. Our own local 
detachments in Madoc, 
Bancroft and Apsley. de- 
serve our recognition for 
their fine service to the 
community. The Belleville 
and Campbelliford detach- 
ments are to be applauded 
as well for the work they 
have carried out in Hastings 
Peterborough. As the Force 
embarks on the fourth 
quarter century, we salute 
the dedicated men and 
women of the Ontario 
Provincial Police.
